Society And Society 


Every publisher knows that it is impossible to cater to the 
tastes of all readers; he knows in fact, that he can not satisfy the 
tastes of any of them. So he just hurries along the best he can with 
the materials he is able to obtain. 


It is not questions of right or wrong, of regression or Progress, 
that puzzle him; he knows where he stands on these and voices his 
opinions according to his abilities. He expects to take both criti- 
cism and favorable comment, to be both misunderstood and apprec- 
jated, all in his day’s work. 


But when it comes to sifting out the “news” that will be of 
interest to the majority of his public he is Often in a quandry, 
especially as to what may or may not be of interest in the “personal” 
or “Society” notes. 


The term Society (with capital “S”) has so long been applied 
to people of wealth and fashion that the rest of us use the word 
with apology when we are referring to our Own little affairs. In 
fact we dislike the word,—not because we dislike wealth and fashion 
(which we should enjoy seeing the order of the day wherever it is 
desired) but because we have a distaste for pretense. Knowing Our- 
selves to be everyday, hard working people we shrink from seeming 
to imitate those who have more time and taste for the graces of 
leisure. . 


Society with a little “s” (society) is constantly employed to indi- 
cate the public in general, or those bound together by common in- 
terest and purpose. Most often the word is used when speaking of 
persons of culture and good standing in a community, though some- 
times a modifying phrase makes it very clear that reference is made 
to other than the upper half, as when we read “the lower stratas of 
society.” This, we think, only proves that without the explanatory 
limitation the word “society” does stand for the prevailing better 
qualities of any civilization. 


It is in this sense that we like the word, and use it. This paper 
has no Society Column, partly because we are too busy in our work- 
-a-day world to mingle with the capital “S’s” even when bidden, but 
mostly because we fail to observe any dividing line between society 
and Society, So our News Notes remain just that,—bits of news 
about whatever our neighbors may be doing. 


And our neighbors are the residents of our community—all of 
them. The days of a leisure class are slipping away. Men and 
women who have retired, or those who have earned or inherited 
sufficient means to make them independent, are no longer the idle 
rich as in the past. Most of them have strong opinions on matters 
of health, welfare, education and such public measures, and by their 
very financial independence these people are enabled ‘to give time, 
thought and efort to the support of movements from which we all 
benefit. They are then a most useful part of our society (small ey) 
to whom we are all indebted. 


ON THE OTHER HAND 


On the other hand we are continually impressed by the per- 
sistency and energy with which men and women of modest means 
and long working hours (in office, home or, industry) attack the 
many problems associated with the public good. Their Over-full days 
and heavy responsibilities are not used as excuses to shift all the 
work upon other shoulders. 


Certainly counselors for Boy and Girl Scout groups are public 
benefactors. Teachers and parents work together even “out of 
hours” to improve conditions for the children. Youth groups in the 
churches have adult supervision. Youth Recreation groups in high 
school have their chaperones. Homeless children are Placed in ap- 
propriate homes by the N.D.G.W. Our Convalescent Home for 
Children has its loyal and untiring supporters. Hospitalized veter- 
ans feel the warm-hearted response to their need, Tuberculosis pa- 
tients, infantile paralysis victims, sufferers from cancer and other 
dread diseases:—these each have a supporting percentage of society, 
of men and women of worth who fight with them against the foe. 


If at times you find our “Society” notes limited, we regret it even 
while we agree, but we would have greater regrets if we missed the 
pulse of our Menlo population which to us is a kindly populace with 
few dividing lines in its SOCIETY. 


To Dull For Dullards 


One small part of our paper seems to us to be so dull that we’ 
read it only on compulsion,—the Legal advertising. Yet quite neces- 
sary evils these are. A Probate of Will, Certificate of Partnership, 
Notice of Intended Sale, Doing Business under Ficticious Name:— 
these each hold bits of “news” from which the practiced eye can 
glean the essentials without reading the repetitious “whereases.” 


But the proof-reader, whose hurried life causes countless slips 
in other script, dare not skip when checking legals. With pencil 
grasped in one hand and finger following each word with the other, 
the poor proof-reader feels like he had been forced through a mental 
meat grinder by the time any irregularly shaped Piece of property 
has been legally described. Try to visualize the area bounded by a 
dozen northeasterly, southerly, southwesterly, northerly lines to @ 
point (always to “a point”) and you will soon wonder whence and 
whither. 


But praise be for lawyers as long as we need them. Try getting 
along without legal phrases, or with ambiguous ones, and you will 
find yourself in a state of Georgia where an innocent looking docu- 
mentary phrase gave a write-in candidate the excuse to step in and 
take over, and where also the lack of legal phrases to adequately de- 
fine succession in office left the issue so uncertain that a good man 
had to step out or take on an undignified free-for-all fight. We still 
need plenty of fool-proof laws and clever minds to formulate them,— 
in phraseology too dull for duller minds to grasp.

THE RAMBLERS 

From the years 1934 to 1942 The 
Ramblers, a Menlo Park boys’ club, 
made history on the Peninsula. 
Formed by a group of athletically 
inclined youngsters just getting out 
of the “tree-house” stage, they 
proceeded on their own initiative 
to hold weekly meetings. 

They entered teams in various 
basketball, baseball and boxing 
shows. Joe Walsh coached the 
kids in boxing and Al Anderson as- 
sisted the wrestlers. They bought 
jackets, a boxing ring and other 
equipment for sports out of funds 
raised by staging boxing matches 
at Central School. 

The Club. embraced all creeds 
and colors; the only requisite was 
that of being a “good sport.” The 
boys were proud of their good name 
and guarded it jealously. 

Strictly on their own these lads 
took care of any youth problems 
that arose. Then the War came 
along and the club became tempor- 
arily inactive, but with the return 
of the Ramblers to their homes 
members began to talk of reviving 
the club. So a dinner meeting was 
held at Bertrands with most of 
the members present where plans 
to re-open the club were discussed. 

Frank Carter, Jack Welsh, Tom 
Turman, Joe Busa, Bernie Doyle, 
Charles Cattaneo and Jack Eld- 
ridge are helping to put the club 
back on its feet, This effort comes 
at an opportune time because the 
same problem exists today as for 
the Ramblers of ’34. 

A few nights later an erganiza- 
tion meeting was held at Central 
School to get the club started. 
Leading the new entries in the 
membership were Charles Ander- 
son, Bill Casey, Cecil Cane and 
Richard Angus, along with about 25 
others who are interested in join- 
ing. x 

It is heartening to see the young- 
sters rallying around, knowing that 
before long we shall see the Ramb- 
lers with their blue sweaters lead- 
ing the sports parade, just as they 
did in the past. We can’t help but

ance (restricted to 25 percent of to- 
tal city street mileage), while coun- 
ty money would be used on a pri- 
mary road system. Thus cities 
would get double the share they 
now have, and with a doubling of 
the tax would receive four times 
the funds. This would mean a 
great deal to Menlo Park in terms 
of widening our main artery, Santa 
Cruz Avenue, over its entire length, 
in helping finance grade separations 
at our railroad crossings, and in re- 
construction of our other major 
streets, Middle, Valparaiso, Glen- 
wood and Ravenswood. 

The Collier program is ambitious, 
but it is no less than the require- 
ments of our motorists. The cost is 
to be borne by the user of the high- 
way, road and street system, and is 
therefore entirely equitable. Ex- 
cept for giving inadequate consid- 
super-high- 
ways after the manner of the fam- 
ous Pennsylvania Turnpike, which 
is a toll road, the three published 
reports of the staff of the Collier 
Committee constitute a thorough 
factual study whose recommenda- 
tions should be accepted by the 
Legislature in the interests of a 
greater California. If you disagree, 
I suggest you get a copy of the sec- 
ond report “Engineering Facts and 
a Future Program” and give it care- 
ful consideration. 


(Since the above was written, the 
Collicr bill has been amended to 
include expressways’ on major city 
streets as a State problem, and the 
State apportionment of the gas tax 
would be increased to 73 percent 
while the city share would be re- 
duced to 10 1-3 percent, leaving the 
county share unchanged. As Menlo 
Park presumably would not be in 
line for an expressway, the alloca- 
tion is less favorable than assumed 
above, but nonetheless a substantial 
improvement over the existing ap- 
portionment.)
